PtTRMC HOADS IN THE COLONY. 



'I'lie notice of niotiiiii r^iven by the member 
for ijauiiich at tlia ladt sluing of the Huune is 
one of eonaiderablo ioterest (o every iiibabii- 
ant of the Island. The motion is, for a com- 
roittce to report on the r.vtcnt luid condition 
of the public roads throiii^lioiit the colony; 
whiil iinpvovaniontH ought to be made there- 
in ; wl'.at iimv roads iKi;;nt to be opened, etc. 
TI'.iB motion comes remarkably well froirr Mr. 
Street, who we may call th-; ouly country 
meinbor in the House, representing as I • 
iln(!3 the most extensive agricultural districis 
wliich at present return a member ; and wo 
d;iiibt not that the conuniltee will ho granted. 
The Saanich road will probably be the first 
that will conm before the coniniitteo for con- 
sideralion, being ono which along its whole 
length in?ersccl8, and leads up to land which 
is tolerably settled up. Anyone who traveled 
this road in the early part of last winter, and 
who has occasion to rido or drive along it 
now, will be mnch ntruclt by the very great 
improvements which havo been ell'estej upon 
it. Much remains to bo done beloro it will 
compare, in its whole length, with Wright's 
wagon road in British Columbia; aeverthe- 
loss ttio rond is now, and we believe will be 
through the winter, passable not only for 
wagons, but even for buggies, and might well 
be loft for the present without any more at- 
tention being bestowed upon it than is 
necessary fur ordinary repairs, except the 
Colonial Exchequer be well supplied, 
wbeo it may be desirable to have 
a macadamized road; We wish we 
could speak ns favorably of any portion uf 
tlie rond from Victoria to Cowiclmn, Nanai- 
mo and Conuix. 'riiis road is one that cer- 
tainly ou^lil to bo t'umploted as soon as po— 
sible. A con,;idL'r;iljle sum has been spent 
upon the three dilleicnt sections of these 
roads already, aod they are comparatively 
useless for want of completion. The bridges, 
the connecting links belwooti the different 
distvicts. are wanting. 

The Surveyor Genoral'a original estimate 
for these roads was, we believe, 528.000 — 
this included a brancli road from the mill on 
Saanich lulet to the main road from Victoria 
to Oowichnn. Only $21,000 was voted, eon- 
aequcntiy the work has not been completed. 
The first section of the road from Tictoria to 
Oowichan, a distance of about 37 rnilcs is 
out. but it is no more than a bioiui trail, im- 
pitssablc in many places daring the winter 
for want oi'siiiall bridges, 'i'lie branch trail 
to the mill has not been cut, nor we believa 
laid out. A read over which wagons might 
1)0 driven oould bo made from the mill to the 
Cowiehan toad, for probably 81,500, this 
would open up an entirely new road 
wliich is at pteseiit only available for 
foot trafiic. and wotdd enable settlers to 
Iccata 1 good land in South Cowiehan, to 
which at present there is no access except 
through a thick bash. Between Cowichnn 
and Quaoiiohan three bridges are wanted, 
and the rond bctweec Oowichan and Nun- 
ainio will require ni! expenditure of nt lea?t 
S2i)0 a m'lo before it will be available for 
the passai;e of cattle and wagons; the Cho- 
in.ainos river must also be bridged (iVOr ; tlio 
bridges cannot bo built for less than from 
S3,000 to $4,000. From Nanaimo to Com ax 
there is a good trail cut, and it will probably 
not be lhouj;ht necessary to make n vfagon 
road over this portion at present, the dis- 
tance, 70 miloH:, is so groat thnt I'arnii' i are 
not likely to u ic it, until the country tl ro igh 
v.''.;icli it passes is somewhat settled up. Set 
ting tins portion aside then, $10,000 would 
probably complete (,'owichan road.s, so far as 
is alpresent necessary, and when we consider 
bow essential roads ara in agricultnral dis- 
tricts how absolutely necessary they arc in 
fact, towards settling up our Colony, we do 
nut lliiidj that the oinoiiiit ouglit to bo 
grodgud ; the larm.ns nius'. have roads along 
which they can drive their stock and tlioir 
farm wngonj. Water carriage may ba the 
cheaposl for some farms in those districts, but 
it is only available for those adjacent to n 
-landing place. Aud how is it possible thai 
farmers can bring their prodnce to a market 
without any roads '.' We do not advocate the 
construction of expensive roads in the coun- 
try districts, but the more the country is in- 
torsocled by roads over which strong rough 
labor carts can be driven, the better will it be 
for Victoria, for until there is good ond ef- 
fioienl road communication between town 
and country, wc shall not see our agricaliural 
districts prosper as they ought to do;

Tho fire ne.Tt progressed to No. 4 
etr<!et, th6n to Migatsomaisi ond No. 1 street, 
all of which it consumed, and made its way, 
before the high wind, into a district occupied 
almost exclusively by Daimios palaces and 
gentlemen's residences, and by tbe cnstle of 
tlie Tycoon. . . The palaces of tbo Datmlus — 
Namboo an Ooyemooro — were tbe tlrst uun- 
funicd ; and all tliose in tbe district of 
Nishino Mooho were ne.vt deslroyed — the 
temple HatsimaiHama alone eHcapiug. iNe.xt, 
Siaya Mais' was hiirned down ; and .Monsn- 
dairi OolvUiio ICa-ni's palace having ne.xl 
caught lire, it and all tho adjoining liuur.'s 
in tho iieighborlicod were consume 1. Iviogok- 
foo-no Kainis's residence and llie 'I'cmpio 
Kumpir.isama were also destroyed. 

The number of buildings destroyed is very 
great, and includes part of tbe Siogoou's cas- 
tle and tbe residences of about thirty Daimios 
ormorej The actual number of houses ond 
the vikliie o^ tlie prooerty deslroyed have not 
yet been oscerlained, but this fire bus proved 
to ho the most de.structivo of any which oo- 
curred at Vedn of lale years.

THE I.NLANU SEA ANIJ .STRAIT OF 
SlilONOSCKI. 

One of tho gre.it lords, or Daimios, of the 
country, has thought proper lo ninke war 
upon his oWn account, and fire Upon tbo 
vessels of various nations when passint; 

ihrougli the Siralt of Simonoseki, which 
divides llie principal i.s|,.iid of Niplioii from 
Ihe island of ICinsin. 'I'iiis strait eeminuiu- 
ce.lcs with wdiat is called the '■ Inhiild So..,'' 
Of tho eea of Suwonada, wliieh is suriounded 
by the islands of Niplion, Iviusiii, Sikok and 
iVwadsi. There is a great population in the 
proviueo.5 bordering this sea, and ntitiirally 
much trofVio is earned on up.on its water.'. 
Vessels from Nagasaki and Chinese port.', to 
Kanng.iwa, and generiilly Ihe soiilh-eaatern 
sido if the three principal Japanese Islands, 
iusiead of sailing by Van Diemen strait, the 
southern point of Klusiu, often proceed 
Ihrougli Ihe Inland .Sea. At the north 
weslctii enlr.i!:c« to this sen, in tho straits ot 
Sinioiiosei;i. in llie province of Nangato, the 
iXiiniio Marli-.-daira Dai/.eu, or Mo'.vori, bad 
po-sesiioii of eerlain lorts thai eoniuiaiol the 
straits. A lew nrineLl vessels, piireha-ed by 
this nobleman, lay alio in ihe ehaiinel ; and 
both these and liie foils se'ini lo have lieeii 
attacking recklessly every foreign sliip that 
sought to enter tho inland Sea. I hese out- 
rages do not appear to have beeu eoiiirnanded 
by or even known to the Japanese (.iov.etii- 
moiil ; but were altogetber the foidhnrdy 
pranks of one ol llie leading Daimios. 
Whether, however, the National (juvernment 
may not be compelled lo sati*/J/ tllO OUllOged

Sl'MMAnV OF nECBHT JAPANESE EVENTS. 

Before giving the details of tbe stirring 
naval actions that have taken plaoei weoom- 
pilu from our files of K'unagawa papers, a 

summary ol politieal news. Tlio readers of 
Ihe Ihilklin will rccoll'.'Ct that ceitain de- 
mands t.pon the ,l.i[)aiiose were recently made 
by Adit; ral Kuper, on the part of Ihe liritish 
C'overnnieiit. They included payment of 
-ClO.IHII) lor the liimilies of the men innrdered 
at the lirilish Legation on the liGlli June, 
I8u'2,and XT0O,IIUl) v.3 a penally on Japan 
bir the murderous altack on tho Tikiudo 
wlien Itichardson was murdered. Ttiese 
sums were paid by tho Japanese on the 24th 
June lust, the date ol our previous advices 
ilirucl from Kanugawa. This was soiijetbing 
oil the aceonut ; but a heavy balance, or, to 
Use a phri.i-o of the Hrilisti (Jharge d'Afl'aires, 
llie "more iinporlant purlion of the reparation 
required,'' remained behind — Irom Ilia tiov- 
ernment an ample and formal apology for 
permilling Itio attack, and from Salsuii.a the 
trial and e.\eculion ul the murderers of Uicli- 
iirdson ami llie payment of the snni of .f '2.0,- 
UOO for his lelatives and lo those who escajied 
Ihe swords of the assassins. Towards Ihe end 
of .lime, after the tender <if two apologies 
wiiieli were uol coiibidered by the IJi'itish 
Charge of a suliicienlly ample chatac er, un- 
utlier and more full and complete one wa.t 
given, and considers J satisfactory. This 
sj-'ined to end matter ; lor llie moiiiciit. 

Ill the meaiitiino the couiilry had been 
th'irouglily aii;ii-ed ; everywiiero the note ul 
prepiiratioii was sooiido l ; inipleineiils of war 
Were ii:ailo ; sol.iiers were dulled in rvory 
e.'ierclse ; lorls were built at Os.iea, and re- 
paired elsewhere ; and, ue doiibl, says tlie 
Japan Herald, if there is a man in the coun- 
try who Would vote fur the introduction ui 
foreigners. A levy of militia was made from 
among tho fanning pupulatiuu. 

Among other notable changes tliero was 
still the rise in ariicles in daily use, and theic 
liad bee:i a wahdrawal ol privileges to tho 
Iwo-s.vorde.l lin'ii on the I'oltaido and else- 
wnere, wliieli had raised the r.ite ol' iravoli.'ig 
as well us of living enoniioiisly. Tiie <!;i- 
penses ol a Daimio In 1 thereby been iniich 
increased an. I his ability to keep a large 
iiuiiiber of retainers diminished. These men 
i.atiirai'j said they cuuhl not dig, and to beg 
lliey weie a.sliamed. Thoy had Uecoiiie loo.se 
characters, itonins or Uounius. The num- 
ber of these men was lucreasiog fast, and 
they wore e.vpceted before long in become a 
very disliirbing eh.rnenl in the Stale. 

So far as birei ^ners wero more particu- 
larly coneerned, we may notice lhal during 
tne yre'iiler part ol Ihe year Ihe residen.-es ol 
111.; Ministers lor l';ngl,.;.d aie.l l-'rai:ee at 
Vedo had been virtually abandoned. All 
10 negotiation had been carried on at Yc- 
ihama. The American Minister remained 
at Yedu till his huui-u was burned down tu 
drive him out. This had set free a Lirge 
number-of Zakonins Irom the difieruut Lega- 
tions, who 'had sat down at Yokohama as 
they did at the Leguiiuns. At the latest 
Ule there were upwards of 2,000 twosworded 
men S'jttlcd in aii'l alioni itie aelllemeat — no 
oni! ki.ew CLin'tly wbeie. 

Kio Kawa, the head oT ihe Itonins. one of 
the retainers ot SaKk.ive'. and s.nd lo hav 
Ijeen Iho uiau wlei I ill-.d tne two Kn-siall 
oliicers, who ottackcd the Legation on toe 
lirsi occasion, and who assassinated Ileuskin 
liort time since, met the same fate he has 
so liberally dealt out to others. Almost 
upon tho very spat where the lust deed was 
committed, he was set upon by tfl'oinon,and 
'.vbilst eiiga:;ed in >lidoiii!ing liiniself in front.
